iie(5lioii  with  our  planet,  and  its  conli- 
p;uous  fituatinn,  it  appears  more  in- 
Ureflin^  to  us  than  the  other  lUtel- 
lires. 

This  attendant  upon  our  earth 
moves  round  it  in  29  days  12  hours  and 
44  minutes  ;  and  acconipT^iics  it  about 
the  fun  every  y'ear.  The  diameter 
of  the  moon  is  2ib’o  miles;  and  her 
diiUnce  from  the  center  ol  the  earth 
240  ihoufm  I  :  (he  goes  round  her 
orbit  in  27  days  7  hours  and  4‘5  mi¬ 
nutes,  nuning  about  2290  miles  every 
hour  ;  a'ud  turns  roumi  her  axis  cx- 
ai^ly  in  the  time  that  Ihe  goes  round 
the  earth  ;  wltich  is  the  reafon  of  lier 
keeping  always  the  fame  fide  to¬ 
wards  us,  and  that  her  day  and  night 
together  art  as  long  as  our  lunar 
month. 

The  moon  is  an  opaque  gh»l)C,  like 
the  earth,  and  Ihines  only  by  retlccf- 
ing  the  light  of  the  lun  ;  therefore, 
wlVil'l  that  half  of  her  which  is  to- 
warvls  tlic  fun  is  enlightened,  the 
other  half  mnid  be  dark  and  invifible. 
1  lence,  Ihe  difappear**'  when  fhe  comes 
between  ns  and  the  fnu,  becaufc  her 
dark  fije-is  then  towards  us.  When 
Ihe  is  g<Vue  a  little  way  forward,  we 
fee  a  litthj  of  her  enlightened  fide; 
which  hill  encrcafes  tf)  our  view,  as 
Ihe  advances,  until  flie  comes  to  he 
oppolire  to  the  fun  ;  and  then  her 
whnle  enlightened  lide  is  towards  the 
earth,  and  Hie  appears  with  a  round 
illumined  orb,  which  we  call  the 
JFu//  Moot7\  her  dark  lide  being  then 
turned  away  from  the  earth.  From 
the  full,  Ihe  feems  to  decrcafe  gradu¬ 
ally  as  Ihe  goes  through  the  other 
half  of  her  courfe  ;  fhewiiux  us  lefs 
and  lefs  of  her  enlightened  fide  every 
day,  till  hcr  next  change,  or  ccnjunc- 
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lion  with  the  fun,  and  then  fli;  difap- 

pears  as  before. 

This  continual  change  In  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  idonii  demonUra  es 
that  Ihe  ihines  not  by  any  liglit  of 
her  owm  ;  for  if  Die  did,  we  Ihould 
always  fee  her  with  a  round  full  orb 
like  the  fun. 

Tlie  moon  has  fcarccW  any  dlflTc- 
rence  of  feafons ;  aiul,  which  is  (fill 
more  fingular,  one  half  of  her  has  no 
darknefs  at  al  ,  the  earth  conlfantlv’ 
alFording  a  (Irong  light  in  the  abf'cncc 
of  the  fun,  whilt  the  other  half  has 
a  fortnighi^s  darknefs  and  a  fort¬ 
nights  light  by  turns. 

Our  earth  is  a  moon  to  the  moon, 
waxing  and  waining  regularly,  but 
appearing  thirteen  limes  as  big,  and 
affording  her  thirteen  rimes  as  much 
light  as  Ihe  docs  to  us.  When  Ihe 
changes  to  us,  the  earth  appears  Ju!t 
to  her  ;  and  when  fhe  is  in  her  firll 
quarter'  to  us,  the  earth  is  in  its 
:  third  quarter  to  her ;  and  fo  on  in  the 
contrary  manner. 

Ibtt  from  one  half  of  the  moon 
tlie  earth  is  never  feeu  at  all  ;  from 
the  middle  of  the  other  half,  it  is  al¬ 
ways  feen  over" head,  turning  rounil 
almo^  thirty  tiin^s  as  quick  as  the 
moon  does ;  and,  to  her,  the  earth 
feems  to  be  the  larged  body  in  the 
uiii  vorfe. 

I’iie  moon  has  no  atinofphere  of 
any  vilible  denlity  furrminding  her, 
j  as  we  have:  if  Ihe  had,  we  could 
never  fee  her  edge  fo  well  defined  as 
it  appears  ;  but  there  would  be  a  fort 
of  mill  or  hazlncfs  around  her,  which 
would  make  the  Ilirs  look  fainter 
when  feeu  through  it.  Hut  ob- 
iVrvatiou  proves,  that  the  dars  which 
dlfappear  behind  the  moon  retain 
their  full  ludre,  until  they  feetn  to 
touch  the  very  edge,  and  then  they 
vaniih  iu  a  moment.  As  to  the 
faint  li'jht  which  has  b*  cn  feen  all 
round  ilic  moon,  in  total  cclipfes  of 
the  fun,  it  has  been  obferved,  during 
the  time  of  darknefs,  to  have  its 
center  coincident  with  the  center  of 
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the  fun ;  anJ  was  therefore  mncli 
more  likely  to  rile  Irnm  il  c  aLtoo- 
fpliere  <  ftlie  fun  t^.anliomlhe  iin  oi.; 
lor  if  it  haJ  been  owln^  to  the  latui , 
its  'center  would  have  accompa.dtd 
that  o|  ilie  moon. 

There  is  likcv%«fe  rcalon  to  believe 
that  l!\c  m*  a  has  no  leas;  for  11 
therv.*  were,  ihe  would  have  nv»  clouds, 
rains,  n<'»r  Ibinns,  as  we  li.ivc  ;  hc- 
cauf-  fhc  his  no  at  nofj  here  to  lup- 
pori  me  vapoirs  wnic.i  occalion 
them  ;  and  every  ore  know^,  that 
when  ilie  onaoi  Is  above  onr  honz  ni 
in  the  i.i;^hl-ilmf ,  llic  13  viliMt,  Ur¬ 
iels  the  elt^i’vls  ol  onr  alincdplRie  hide 
her  from  i>nr  view  ;  and  all  tiic  parts 
of  her  appear  ctinitaiitly  ullii  il'c 
fame  clear,  I'erene,  and  calm  afpec^. 
l>ut  thole  dark  j'irts  i  f  the  moon, 
which  were  icrmeil)  ihonplu:  to  be 
leas,  are  ■  nv  1  omul  to  bt:  vail 
<!eep  cavities,  and  places  winclire* 
not  the  I’ij'at  ol  lie  lun  lo 
Jlrongiy  as  oiluis,  iiavm^  m.nn 
caverns  and  pat*,  whole  ihadows 
hill  within  ll.em,  and  arc  alvvavs 
daik  on  the  hJis  next  the  l'iin,v.  hich 
io'raus  tint  liny  are  hollow;

♦hem,  and  c  dlmg  lhadows  alio  ; 
whlca  c  mi'e  Hcle  places  to  appear 
daiktr  tlian  others  llial  have  Icvvcr 
r.r  lels  icmaik.dule  iavcir.'«.  Ail 
ihel't  appcarai.c.s  pri.vc  that  tlieie 
arc  no  iVas  In  the  moon  ;  lor  It 
I  litre  were  aiu,  tnclr  lui  laces  unnld 
appear  ('mail  and  even  like  tl.ole  t  f 
rlic  earth. 

The  lir.-'  arc  always  slfdvie  t(v  tiic 
moon  ;  lor  llict  c  bcai^  no  atmofplure 
a!)ove  »1,  tlic  lie.ivcns  hevc  In  day-time 
the  a;p.atance  il  l!ie  ini^ht  to  a 
l.‘'naiian  who  turns  hts  back :i  wards 
the  lun;  and  liiru  the  lints  apj.tar 
as  blight  lo  Mm  as  ti'cv  do  in  the 
nl^lu  tiv  ns ;  fr  cc  li  is  cn  litlv  ow'mp^ 
to  our  atmrfpr.ei c  that  the  heavens 
arc  l>ilj;ht  ab«  nt  us  in  the  day.

T  ''HE  Colonel  had  been  Confined 
i  to  ids  tent  about  ten  weeks, 
when  word  was  one  morning  brought 
by  tiic  oificer  who  commanded  a 
loraglng  party  the  preceding  event¬ 
ing,  C(  idiltlng  of  twenty  men,  that  a 
hand  oi  at  lead  a  hundred  favages 
had  ch.iccd  ilum  to  wdthin  half  a 
league  ot  the  camp,  and  appeared  to 
be  on  the  look-cut  for  fuch  fmall 
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parties.  Captain  Wiiuc: fiJd,  who 
was  prefent,  cxyrefF  d  his  i  'digna- 
tion  ai  hein;^;  harrairod  by  ih'de  petty 
alfiiUnts  ;  and  imiiudiitcly  orderiiv^ 
out  a  hundred  men  to  follow  unper 
ceived  at  a  finall  diftance,  advanced 
lumftlf  with  cmly  ten  t<>wards  tne 
fpot  where  they  were  firl\  difeovered. 
'^riiis  was  near  rive  miles  dillaut  Irom 
the  camp;  anti  they  had  not  pro- 
ce  d'd  tar  beyond  the  place  which 
had  been  deferibed,  when  upwards  ot 
u  hundred  lavages  fuddcidy  appeared, 
and  came  on  to  the  attack  with  gr  at 
fury.  Captain  Wii.terfield,  with  his 
li'tle  parrv,  made  a  iliew  of  retrear- 
:ncr,  liill  kcepir.'j:  up  a  ruiiulnj;  fire, 
till  he  perceived  his  ae  rejef-ve, 

when  tliey  immediately  turiiwd  on 
the  pio  fue'-s  ;  and  after  leaving  near 
tliirly  dead  on  the  liel  i,  put  the  rctl 
totally  to  riighr.  Captain  Winter- 
field  and  his  troops  now  continued 
the  purfiiit,  and  had  jufi  come  up^ 
within  reacli  ot  ilte  fiigitivfs,  when 
a  new  ambulcadc,  coutilling  ol  at 
leall  fifteen  huuJrcd,  I'uddenly  ilfucd 
forth  from  an  .idjoining  wood,  and 
ill  an  iiifi  oit  cu'  off  the  foremolt  of 
their  enemies,  including  the  brave 
Captain,  whom  the  lev/  who  efcaped 
beheld  fall,  after  a  gallant  refinance, 
amidll  heaps  of  his  llaughtcred  ad¬ 
herents. 

This  melancholy  catafirophe  plun¬ 
ged  the  unhappy  Colonel  into  an 
ai»yfs  of  fornnv  ;  he  refufed  every  ' 
Ipvfief'oT  confolaiinn ;  and  was  the 
next  day  lel/etl  with  a  ttver  which 
continued  wilfi  unabated  vi<dcnce  for 
three  weeks,  at  the  end  of  which  time 
his  wounds  were  in  a  moredangcrous 
wav  than  ever,  aiul  the  lurgeoii  dc- 
foalrcd  of  a  cccovci  v.  Youth  and  a 
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go(Su  conrtilution,  however,  in  about 
fix  months  lo  tar  prevailed,  that  his 
wounds  were  nearly  healed  ;  but  he 
was  udvifed  by  Ills  furgeon,  ai  well  j 
as  by  the  commander  in  chief,  to  go  i 
to  lairopc  with  the  next  difpatches, 
for  the  perfect  recovery  of  his  health. 
An  opportunity  foon  offered,  and  lie  | 
avrivcJ  fafely  ia  England. 


Immediately  ;.fter  the  calamity 
which  depiived  him  of  his  ineilima- 
ble  friend.  Col  Miel  licllingcr  had 
written  to  M  s  Wii.terfn  1 J  a  letter  of 
condohince  on  me  Infs  of  her  brave 
and  woithv  fon  ;  in  which  inclofmg 
an  order  for  the  immediate  receipt  of 
two  hundred  pouiuls,  lie  mentioned 
his  intended  legacy  to  the  Captain, 
and  his  refoluiioli  of  making  that 
film  the  future  portion  of  hfs  little 
daughter.  But  the  pen  of  friendlhip 
was  incapable  of  fulficieiuly  foften- 
ing  the  fa,fl.  Mrs  Wintcrficid  blef- 
fed  the  generous  and  benevolent 
mind  chat  divflated  the  friendly  epillle; 
Ihc  recommended  her  lovely  orphan 
to  the  protec'lion  of  heaven,  of  him  who 
is  file  farlu-r  of  the  fiirlierlcfs;  and  died 
of  a  broken  heart  the  fecond  day  after 
receiving  the  fatal  intelligence. 

He  had  tlien  a!fo  written  to  his 
lady,  for  the  firfi  time  after  his  own 
mistnrtune,  the  particulars  of  that  af 
lair  ;  reprefeuting  to  her  the  amend 
ed  fiatc  of  his  hetith,  and  his  iota! 
rtlief  from  every  apprehenfion  of 
danger.  But  a  far  different  account 
had  prcvloufiy  reached  her  ear :  it 
had  two  months  brfnrc  been  confi¬ 
dently  alfertcd  in  all  the  public  prints, 
that  Colonel  Bellinger,  and  his  whole 
corps,  had  been  furprifed  and  cut  to 
pieces  near  the  l)anks  of  the  Illinois, 
.ind  that  the  fcalps  of  the  brave  Co¬ 
lonel  and  his  pri.ncipal  officers  had 
been  prefenred  to  Congrefs  by  the 
Indian  chiefs,  on  a  day  fpeciiicd  — 
'Phis  1  elation  was  the  only  one  fhe 
ever  received  ;  her  unceafing  regrets, 
from  the  fii  ft  moment  of  his  depar¬ 
ture,  had  long  left  hiit  a  flcuder. 
thread  of  life  to  divide,  and  that 
thread  had  for  fome  weeks  been  fc* 
parated  when  the  ColoncPs  letter  ar*v 
rived 

Thcfe  unhappy  circnmftanccs  were

You  need  nor  mind  whether  the 
provifions  ilfued  to  the  iold:crs  be 
good  or  bad.  Jfthey  v  ere  al  wax  s  good, 
they  would  get  too  mtich  ariaciied  to 
eating  to  be  good  f  Lllci  s, — and  as  a 
proot  that  this  gormandifing  is  not 
military,  you  will  not  tbul  in  a  gal 
lant  army  ol  50,000  ‘  men  a  fingh 
fat  man,  unleis  it  be  a  quarter- 
mailer,  or  a  quarrer-mailer-ferjeant 

If  the  foldiers  complain  of  the 
bread,  lallc  it,  and  fay,  better  men 
have  eat  much  worle.  Talk  of  the 
homf'crmcUy  or-hlack  rye  bread  of  the 
Germans,  and  fwear  you  have  feen 
the  lime  w’hen  you  would  have  jum¬ 
ped  at  it.  Call  them  a  fet  of  grum 
bling  rafcals,  and  threaten  to  coniine 
thetn  for  mutiny.  'I'his,  it  it  does  not 
convince  them  of  the  goodnefs  of  the 
bread,  will  at  lead  frighten  them, 
and  make  them  take  it  quietly. 

If  any  good  rum  or  brandy  fhonid 
be  delivered  to  yon  from  tlie  commif- 
lary*s  dorcs  lor  the  foldiers,  or  wine 
(which  might  poflibly  happen)  for 
the  hofpiral,  you  fhonid  retdify  what 
was  certainhy  a  inidake  in  the  con- 
iradors,  by  appropriating  it  to  your 
own  uf’e,  and  fubdituting  foinc  of  an 
ir.fciior  quality, — uidels  the  com¬ 
manding  ofticer  Qiould  infid  upon  this 
as  his  pcrquifite.  By  fo  doing  you 
will  prevent  them  from  becoming 
dainty  :  for  fliouid  they  once  fade 
fuch  choice  liquor,  it  might  tend  to 
make  them  difeontented  with  their 
common  allowance. 

Always  keep  a  horfe  or  two.  It 
would  be  hard,  if  you  could  not  have 
hay  and  ct^rn  enough  to  maintain 
them,  confidering  how  much  pafics 
through  your  hands. 

When  you  go  before  the  regiment 
to  take  quarters,  be  fure  to  get  drunk 
with  the  quartcr-madcr  of  the  re¬ 
giment  that  you  are  to  relieve.

The  <juarter-mader  is  conlblcrcd  as 
the  dewaiil  of  the  ct'lonel — Non  mud 
thcrelbre  be  carelul  t(x  dll’chargc  your 
duty  like  a  ^ood  lleward.  wiiO  has 
Inch  a  regard  for  his  mailer,  as  to 
extend  it  even  to  his  fei  vants  ;  a- 
inongd  whom  he  docs  not  forget 
himfclf ;  bur,  kitowing  the  value  of 
his  own  fcrvices,  takes  care  to  fectJrc 
tohimfelfa  due  proportion;  merely 
that  his  m.tllcr  may  nor  he  charged 
x'irh  ingratitude.  You  mud  on  all 
occalions  endeavour  to  inculc.ite  the 
doiflrincs  of  witchcraft  and  enchant¬ 
ment:  it  will  be  didicnlt  to  .account 
on  other  principles  for  the  fudden  and 
frequent  difap^pcarance  of  various  ar¬ 
ticles  out  of  your  magazine.

A  Singular  Living  Character. 

There  is  now  living  in  the  If- 
land  of  Cephalonia,  in  the 
Adriatick  fea,  am  Eiiglilhman,  by 
name  Brown,  v/hofe  hillory  is  not  a 
little  extraordinary.  At  iwtnty-one 
he  f  ame  to  an  eflaie  of  three  thoufand 
pounds  a-year,  in  Dcvonlhire,  which  j 
enabled  liim  to  pay  his  addreires  to  a 
lady  of  high  rank,  great  property, 
and  exquilite  beauty.  She  liltencd 
to  him,  and  he  became  deeply  in  love 
witli  her.  Before  a  marriage  could 
lake  place,  be  loll  his  eftate  by  a  de-  j 
clfion  in  Chancery,  which  had  been 
before  the  court  more  than  forty 
years.  The  lady  then  rtliifcd  to  fee 
him  any  more,  which  bad  a  melancho¬ 
ly  efl'ecf  on  his  mind  for  fcveral  years, 
and  left  him  ever  after  with  an  ec¬ 
centricity  in  it  that  was  apparent  in 
Ills  aclioiis.  As  foon  as  he  recover¬ 
ed  from  his  firlt  flupor,  he  vowed  re¬ 
venge  on  the  whole  fex — payed  his 
addrelfes  with  uncommon  fuccefs  to 
various  young  ladies,  all  of  whom  he 
either  debauched,  cr  dclcrted  in  the 
niornent  of  their  cxpc<flalions.

the  middle  of  it  a  crittage,  and  at  the 
top  another,  with  a  fummer  apart- 
mei.t  annexed.

and  J783. 

IN  the  year  1750,  hackiiey-coachcs 
were  plain,  ankw-ard,  clumfy 
things,  hung  by  leathers  ;  at'prcfcnc 
they  are 'rally,  and  almoil  as  hand- 
fnme  as  thofc  belonging  to  people  of 
fafliion.

“  It  is  not  cafy,”  fays  our  author,  “  to 
ilefcribe,  in  words,  the  precife  impreflfion 
which  great  and  fublimeobje^^ts  make  up¬ 
on  us  when  we  behold  them  ;  but  every 
one  has  a  concty^tion  of  it.  It  confifts  in 
a  kind  of  admiration  and  expaiifion  of  the 
mind  ;  it  raifes  the  mind  much  above  its 
ordinary  rtate,  and  fills  it  with  a  degree 
of  wonder  and  afionilhment  which  it 
cannot  well  exprefst.  I'he  emotion  is 
certainly  delightful ;  but  it  is  altogether 
ot  the  ferious  kind:  a  degree  of  awfuluefs 
and  folcmnity,  even  approaching  to  feve- 
fity,  commonly  attends  it  when  at  its 
height,  very  diftinguilhable  from  the  more 
gay  and  briik  emotion  raifed  by  beautiful 
objects, 

“  The  fimplell  form  of  external  gran- 
<lcur  appears  in  the  vaft  and  boundlefs 
prolpe»ils  prefented  to  us  by  nature;  fiich 
as  wide  extended  plains,  to  which  the  eye 
can  fee  no  limits;  the  firmament  of 
Heaven,  or  the  boundleP  expanfe  of  the 
ocean.  All  valtucfs  proeluccs  the  im- 
preflion  of  i'ublimity.  It  is  to  he  remark¬ 
ed,  however,  tliat  fpace,  extended  in 
length,  makes  not  fo  Itrong  an  impreffion 
as  height  or  depth.  Though  a  boundlefs 
filain  be  a  grand  object,  yet  a  high 
mountain,  to  which  we  look  up,  or  an 
awful  precipice  or  tower,  whence  W'c 
look  down  cn  the  objects  which  lie  below, 
is  dill  more  Id.  The  excefTive  grandeur 
of  the  firmament  arifes  from  its  height, 
joined  to  its  boundlefs  extent;  and  that 
of  the  ocean,  not  from  its  extent  alone, 
but  from  the  perpetual  motion  and  irre- 
filllblc  force  of  that  jnafs  of  waters. 
Wherever  fpace  is  concerned,  it  is  clear, 
that  amplitude  or  greatnefs  of  extent,  in 
one  dimenfion  or  other,  is  ncctirary  to 
grandeur.  Remove  all  bounds  from  any 
object,  and  you  prefently  render  it  fiib- 
;ime.  I  ience  infinite  fpace,  cndlefs  num- 
"t.Ts,  and  eternal  duration,  fill  the  mind 
''ith  great  ideas,

'•finefs,  or  amplitude  of  extent,  is  the

foundation  i>f  all  fiiblimily.  But  1  can¬ 
not  be  of  this  opinion,  bccaufc  many  ob¬ 
jects  appear  fublime  whieh  have  no  rela¬ 
tion  to  fpace  at  all.  Such,  for  in  fiance, 
is  great  loudnofs  of  found.  '1  he  burli  of 
thunder  or  of  cannon,  the  roaring  of 
winds,  the  fiiouting  of  multitudes,  the 
found  of  vaft  cataracts  ot  water,  arc  all 
incontcftibly  grand  objeChs.  “  \  heard 
the  voice  of  a  great  mnltitude,  as  the 
found  of  many  waters,  and  mighty 
Ihunderings,  faying  Alleluiah.^’ — in  gene¬ 
ral  we  may  obfenc,  that  great  power  and 
force  exerted  always  raife  fublime  ideas: 
and  perhaps  the  moft  copious  lource  of 
thefe  is  derived  from  this  (quarter.  Hence 
the  grandeur  of  earthquakes  and  burning 
mountains ;  of  great  conflagrations ;  ot 
the  Itormy  ocean,  and  overflowing  watovs; 
of  tempells  of  wind ;  of  thniukr  and 
lightning ;  and  .of  all  the  uncommon 
violence  of  the  elciueiici-  Nolliing  is 
moie  fublime  than  mighty  po'y'^*'  *'“^1 
firength.  A  flream  that  runs  within  lU 
banks  is  a  beautiful  oujeCt ;  but  when  il 
rullies  dow'n  W'ith  the  impetuofity  and 
noife  of  a  torrent,  it  prerenily  lKc»»nics  a 
fub'imc  one.  From  lions,  and  other  ani¬ 
mals  of  firength,  are  drawn  lijl>lime  corn- 
parifons  in  poets.  A  race  hoi  fc  is  looked 
upon  with  pleafure ;  but  it  is  the  war- 
horfe,  “  whofc  neck  is  cloathed  with 
thunder,”  that  carries  granileiir  in  its 
idea.  The  engagement  of  two  great 
armies,  as  it  is  tlie  liighelt  exertion  of 
human  might,  combines  a  varie-ty  of 
fouiTCS  of  the  fublime ;  and  has  ac- 
conlingly  been  always  confidercd  as  one 
of  the  molt  firikiiig  and  magnificent 
I’pce'tacles  that  can  be  either  prcfenterl  to 
the  eye,  or  exhibited  U)  the  imagin.aiion 
in  defeription.

Whereas  Claudian,  in  a  fragment  of  the 
war  of  the  giants,  has  contrived  to  ren¬ 
der  this  idea  of  their  throwing  the  moun¬ 
tains,  which  is  in  itfelf  fo  grand,  bur- 
lefque  and  ridiculous;  by  this  fingle 
circumftance,  one  of  his  giants  with  the 
mountain  Ida  upon  his  flioulders,  and  a 
liver,  which  flowed  from  the  mountain, 
running  down  along  the  giant’s  back,  as 
he  held  it  up  in  that  pofture.  There  is  a 
defeription  too  in  Virgil,  which,  I  think, 
is  ccnfurablc,  though  more  flightly,  in  this 
refpe^t.  It  is  that  of  the  burning  moun¬ 
tain  TEtna;  a  fiibjc(ft  ceitainly  very  pni- 
per  to  be  worked  up  by  a  poet  into  a 
lublimcRlefciiption :

Here,  after  feveral  magnificent  images, 
the  poet  concludes  with  perfonifying  the 
mountain  under  this  figure,  “  erudtans 
vifeera  cum  gemitu,”  belching  up  its 
bowels  with  a  groan  ;  which,  by  likening 
the  mountain  to  a  lick  or  drunk  perfon, 
degrades  the  majelty  of  the  defeription. 
It  is  to  no  purpofe  to  tell  us,  that  the 
poet  here  alludes  to  the  fable  of  the  giant 
Enceladus  lykig  under  mount  iEtna;  and 
that  he  fuppofes  his  motions  and  toflings 
to  have  occafioned  the  fiery  eruptions. 
He  intends  the  defeription  of  a  fublime 
objedl ;  and  the  natural  ideas,  raifed  by  a 
burning  mountain,  are  infinitely  more 
lofty  than  the  bclchings  of  any  giant, 
how  huge  foever.  The  debafing  effedt  of 
the  idea  which  is  here  prefented,  will  ap¬ 
pear  in  a  Itrongcr  light,  by  feeing  what 
figure  it  makes  in  a  poem  of  Sir  Richard 
Blackmore’s,  who,  through  a  monftrous 
perverlity  of  talle,  had  chofen  this  for 
the  capital  circumftauce  in  his  deferip¬ 
tion,  arid  thereby  (as  Dr  Arbuthnot 


humoroufly  obferves,  in  his  Treatife  on 
the  Art  of  Sinking)  had  reprefented  the 
mountain  as  in  a  fit  of  the  cholic.

Such  infianccs  fhew  how  much  the  fub¬ 
lime  depends  upon  a  juft  feledion  of  cir- 
cumftances ;  and  with  how  great  care 
every  circumllaoce  muft  be  avoided, 
which,  by  bordering  in  the  Icaft  upon 
the  mean,  or  even  upon  the  gay  or 
the  trifling,  alters  the  tone  of  the  emo¬ 
tion.”  * 

We  were  much  plcafed  to  find  the 
following  ca'i^eut  againft  the  cold,  unin- 
ter^ing,  parade  of  pompous  language, 
which  writers  of  depraved  tafte,  and  or¬ 
dinary  genius,  arc  apt  to  confound  with 
fublime  writing  ; 

“  As  for  what  is  called  the  fublime 
ftile,”  fays  our  Author,  “  it  is,  for  the 
moft  part,  a  very  bad  one ;  and  has  no 
relation  whatever  to  the  real  fublime. 
Perfons  are  apt  to  imagine,  thitt  magnifi¬ 
cent  words,  accumulated  epithets,  and  a 
certain  fwelling  kind  of  expreflion,  by 
rifing  above  what  Is  ufual  or  vulgar, 
contributes  to,  or  even  forms  the  fub¬ 
lime.  Nothing  can  be  more  falfe.  In  all 
the  inflances  of  fublime  writing,  which  I 
have  given,  nothing  of  this  kind  appears. 
“  God  faid.  Let  there  be  light,  and  there 
was  light.”  This  is  flriking  and  fublime. 
But  put  it  into  what  is  commonly  called 
the  fublime  ftile:  “  The  Sovereign  Arbi¬ 
ter  of  nature,  by  the  potent  energy  of  a 
fingle  word,  commanded  the  light  to  ex- 
ift ;”  and,  as  Boilcau  has  well  obferved, 
the  ftile  indeed  is  raifed,  but  the  thought 
is  fallen.  In  general,  in  all  good  writing, 
the  fublime  lies  in  the  thought,  not  in 
the  words ;  and  when  the  thought  it 
truly  noble,  it  will,  for  the  moft  part, 
clothe  itfclf  in  a  native  dignity  of  lan¬ 
guage.  The  fublime,  indeed,  rejeds 
mean,  low,  or  trivial  cxprelftons  ;  but  it 
if  equally  an  enemy  to  fucb  as  arc  turgid.

“  Repeated  cxperituicc  has  Ihewii,  not 
only  the  impradicability  of  conquering 
America,  but  the  ftill  higher  impollibility 
of  coiuiutring  her  mind,  or  recalling  her 
hack  to  her  fornwr  conditi»>n  of  thinking. 
Since  the  commencement  of  the  war, 
which  is  now  approaching  to  eight  years, 
thoufaiuls  and  tens  of  thoulands  have 
ailvanccd,  and  are  daily  advancing  into 
the  firll  ftnges  of  manhood,  who  know 
nothing  of  Britain  but  as  a  barbarous 
enemy,  and  to  whom  the  independence 
of  America  appears  as  much  the  natural 
and  eftabliOied  government  of  the  coun¬ 
try  as  that  of  England  docs  to  an  Englifh- 
inan.  And,  on  the  other  hand,  thou- 
fands  of  the  aged  who  had  Britilh  ideas 
have  dropped,  and  are  daily  dropping, 
from  the  ftage  of  bufinefs  and  life.  The 
natural  progrefs  of  generation  and  decay 
operates  every  hour  to  the  difadvantage 
of  Britain.  Time  and  dc.ath,  hard  ene-  ' 
mies  to  contend  with,  tight  condantly  j 
againft  her  intereft  ;  and  llie  bills  of  mor¬ 
tality  in  evtry  part  of  America  arc  the 
thermometers  of  her  decline.  The  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  ftrcits  arc  from  their  cradle 
bred  to  confider  her  as  their  only  foe. 
I'hey  hear  of  her  cruelties,  of  their  fa¬ 
thers,  uncles,  and  kindred  killed  ;  they 
fee  the  remains  of  burnt  and  deltroyed 
houfes,  and  the  common  tradition  of  the 
fchool  they  go  to  tells  them,  tfoo/e  things 
9JDere  done  by  the  Brit'Jh, 

“  Thefe  are  drcumftnnces  which  the 
mere  F.nglifh  (late  politician,  who  con- 
liders  man  only  in  a  flaie  of  manhood, 
does  not  attend  to.  He  gets  entangled 
with  parties  coeval  or  equal  with  himfelf 
at  home,  and  thinks  not  how  fait  the  xU 
fing  generation  in  America  is  growing 
beyond  his  knowledge  of  them,  or  they 
of  him.  In  a  few  years  all  pcrfonal  re¬ 
membrance  will  be  loft,  and  who  is  King 
^r  minilter  in  Englarrd  will  be  liulc 
known,  and  fcarcely  enquired  after. 

“  The  new  Britilh  Adminiftration  is 
compofed  of  perfons  who  have  ever  been 
•sain ft  the  war,  and  who  have  coiiftantly 
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reprobated  all  llie  violent  mcalures  of  the 
foimerone.  I'hey  conlidered  the  Amc- 
liean  war  as  dcftiuflive  to  thcmfclves, 
and  oppofed  it  on  that  ground.  But 
what  arc  thefe  things  to  America  ?  She 
has  nv)tl)ing  to  do  with  Engliili  parties. 
The  inns  and  the  outs  arc  nothing  to  her. 
It  is  'the  whole  country  die  i^  at  war 
with,  or  mult  be  at  peace  w  ith. 

“  Were  every  miidftcr  in  Irnghind  « 
Cbatharny  it  would  now  weigh  little  or 
nothing  in  the  fciK'  of  Amcric.m  politics. 
Death  has  preferved  to  tire  memory  ot 
this  Itatefinan  tb  it  f  tme  which  he,  by 
living,  w'ould  have  loft,  liis  plans  and 
opinions,  liiwards  the  latter  part  of  hia 
life,  would  have  been  attended  with  a» 
many  evil  confequences,  and  as  much  rc- 
pn>lMtcd  here,  as  Ihofc  of  Lord  North  ; 
and,  confulering  him  as  a  wife  man,  they 
abound  with  iiiconliftencies  amounting 
to  abfurdities. 

“  It  has  apparently  Ikcm  the  fault  of 
many  in  the  late  minority  to  fuppolic 
that  America  would  agree  to  certaiii 
terms  w'ith  them,  were  they  in  place, 
which  the  would  not  even  liften  to  from 
the  then  adminitlratiou.  This  idea  can 
anfwcr  no  other  purp«>re  than  to  prolong 
the  w’ar  ;  and  Britain  may,  at  the  ex- 
,  pence  of  many  more  millious,  learn  the 
fatality  of  fuch  miftakes.  If  the  new  mi¬ 
niftry  wifely  avoid  this  hopelefs  policy, 
they  will  prove  themfclves  better  pilots, 
and  wifer  men,  than  they  are  conceived 
to  be  ;  for  it  is  every  day  expe^fted  to  fco 
their  bark  ftiike  upon  foine  lilddeu  rock 
and  go  to  picccc.'* 

With  regard  to  the  matters  in  difputc 
between  Mr  i^line  and  the  Abbe  Uayiial* 
we  l];all  only  obferve  that,  however  the 
fonnei  may  be  Viet  ter  informed  than  the 
latter,  with  regard  to  dates,  circumftan* 
CCS,  aiul  particular  characters  in  America, 
the  Abbe  Teems  to  have  taken  a  juftcran  l 
more  impartial  view  of  the  grand  princi¬ 
ples,  and  difpofitions,  and  views  whick 
have  aduated  Great  Britain  and  her  colo¬ 
nies  in  (hat  conteft  which  now  draws  to¬ 
wards  a  concliilion.  Mr  Paine’s  writinr:s 
are  ingenioin  and  profound,  and  breathe 
that  bold  and  manly  chKiucuce  which  a 
Itruggle  for  liberty,  and  new  ;.-’:d  animat 
ting  lituations  hnpirc,  more  than  the 
fineft  nuKlels  of  antiquity,  or  all  the 
rules  of  the  fchools.  But  he  fpcak*  of 
Britain  with  the  higheft  degree  of  preju¬ 
dice  and  acrimony,  while  he  magnifici  the 
virtues  of  his  countrymen  with  a  patiion^ 
atenefs  ofexpreftioii  that  befpeaks  th.*pai> 
lizanrather  thin  the  philofopher.  E,

of  this  month,  the  county  of  Glatz  was 
vdited  with  fo  dreadful  a  ilorrn,  that  there 


w’as  no  difilngnilhing  it  from  an  earth¬ 
quake.  'Fhe  whole  country  was  entire¬ 
ly  overflowed  by  the  violence  of  the  rain, 
w'hich,  like  a  deluge,  carried  away  all  the 
bridges  that  have  Ikcu  built  for  thefe  25a 
yc.us.

C)n  W'etliiefilay  the  2d  of  July,  there 
was  one  of  the  moll  alarming  konns  ot 
thunder  and  lightning  that  ean  be  imagi¬ 
ned. — It  was  general  through  a^great 
number  of  counties,  and  has  done  con 
liderable  damage. 

At  Witney  in  Oxfordlhire.  a  man  and 
a  woman  were  rrniek  de;n!  in  the  fields, 
and  near  Illip  a  hoile  was  killed  by  the 
lightning.  At  Bleehingdon  in  the  fame 
neighbourhood,  the  tempell  was  exceed¬ 
ingly  alarming;  anil  in  (Vkud,  whicli 
waionly  vilitedhy  thelkirts  of  the  ftoim, 
the  llrcets  in  general  weie  i'uddenly  inun¬ 
dated. 

In  Cambridgeniirc,  about  five  o’clock 
in  the  evening,  a  lire  ball  fell  on  a  barn 
belonging  to  Mr  llipweil  of  Fenllanton, 
to  which  it  fet  tire,  and  the  tiarnes  weie 
communicated  to  the  lioufe  of  a  poor 
weaver  at  foinc,  yards  dillance,  whofc 
whole  property,  together  with  a  quantity 
of  cloth  belonging  to  his  employeiF,  wa® 
confumed.  Aotwithkainiing every  polli- 
blc  anill.mce,  lix  dwellh^  hoiifcs,  with 
fcveral  barns,  outhonkr,  tcc.  were  de- 
ftroyed,  and  four  pigs  belonging  to  Mr 
llipweil  perilhed  in  the  tlarne^.  A  hay- 
itack  Continued  burning  till  ne:vt  morn¬ 
ing;  and  a  hiboniing  man,  going  into  a 
liable,  in  order  to  biing  out  a  horle,  re¬ 
ceived  a  violent  kick,  of  which  he  died 
inflantly. 

In  Derbyniirc  it  was  likewife  very 
loud,  but  did  no  damage. 

At  Stilton  the  rain  was  lb  violent,  that  the 
water;  roff  to  the  lici^ht  ol  lour  feet  per¬ 
pendicular  in  fonic  of  the  inn  yanls,  and 
gre.at  quantities  of  hay  from  tfie  mea¬ 
dows  were  cairitd  away  by  the  doods. 

At  Wandead,  in  Hiintingdonlhirr,  a 
ball  of  flic  falling  on  the  fcho<»I  houle, 
killed  three  childicn,  and  dangcroully 
hurt  feveird  others  in  the  fehoo!  ;  and  it 
was  with  dilficulty  the  K  he»ol-Iioufe  was 
f^rcventcd  being  burnt  down  ;  foine 
thn  damage  was  alfo  done  in  ihc  town. 


At  Sherrington,  near  Warminfter,  ig 
flieep  were  lliuck  dead;  they  weicjuR 
tolded,  and  the  Iheplierd  had,  happily 
for  him,  been  driven  from  his  flock  by 
the  fe verity  of  the  florm  a  few  minutcj 
before  the  catallrophe  happened. 

At  Carrington,  near  Hilton,  three- 
houfes  were  burnt  to  the  ground.  At 
W'andsford  three  children  Itruck  dend» 
and  many  more  violently  hurt :  one  gen¬ 
tleman  had  his  bed  fet  luc  to,  and  burnt. 
At  Abbot  Rippon,  an  only  daughter 
(about  tifteen)  of  the  Rev.  Mr  Cranwell, 
was  llruck  deail  as  ihe  was  writing  in  her 
room.  At  Stanley  a  farmer  had  two  hor- 
ica  killed.  At  WimelVeould  the  llccple 
was  fplii  in  two. 

At  W'eatherbrook,  in  Warwickdiirr^ 
the  lightning  llrnck  an  oak  tree,  under 
which  Mr  John  Warner,  a  farmer  of  that 
place,  had  taken  llielter  from  the  florin, 
and  he  was  unfortunatriy  killed  upon  the 
fpot. 

During  the  violence  of  the  florin,  a 
boy  in  VVhittal-ilrcet,  Birmingham,  was 
deprived  of  his  fight  by  a  tlafli  of  light¬ 
ning. 

On  Thurfday,  July  10.  another  florin 
of  thunder  and  lightning,  not  witiifland- 
ing  the  very  fm  ili  part  of  its  violence 
wliich  happily  fell  over  the  metropolis, 
was  very  vioienlly  experienced  at  the  fol- 
h)\ving  places: -In  the  county  of  Kent,, 
it  came,  as  it  appeared,  with  the  wind 
over  the  Channel  from  France,  and  waa 
very  heavy  at  Hythe,  Lydd,  Dover,  and 
Deal,  on  the  fea  coall  ;  from  whence  it 
took  a  fouth-ealt  direction  over  Canter¬ 
bury,  Maidflonc,  and  'Fuiibridge,  in  all 
which  parts  lliere  was  much  laiu.  It 
then  fwept  alon-g  part  of  the  county  of 
Surrey  ;  and  at  Gatton  and  Ryegatc  the 
thunder  and  liglitning  were  bad,  but  the 
rain  wa-.  not  fo  heavy  ;  it  then  croffed 
part  of  Herkiliire,  and  at  VVindfor,  Abing¬ 
don,  and  M  ii»lenhead,  ums  vi^dintly 
alarming;  the  n.illies  of  lightning  were 
remarkably  fulphr.reou:.,  and  the  ;K‘al»  of 
thunder  loud  a. id  awful.  It  was  felt  over 
ail  Buckinghamihire,  where  there  was 
Utile  tain,  the  Iighining  fell  towards  the 
earth,  which  rendered  its  effects  more 
alarming.  In  Ikrtfordfhirc  it  wms  felt  in 
the  north- well  p  tit  of  the  county  ;  from 
thence  it  was  direrted  towards  Scotland, 
and  was  felt  more  or  lefs  in  tfic  c'iunties
